Ag originally planned, it was Intend-
ed that the mutiny should huve ex-
tended to the Guardia Clvil and the ar-
tilery regulars, and It would in that
event have assumed much graver im-
portance and might perhaps have In-
angurated o relgn of terror and blood-
#hed in the island.

For some time past the uprising of
the troops In congeaquence of the non-
receipt of thelr pay has been feared,
Not only ia thelr pay owing for months,
and In some cascs for years, but the
reserve pay of the soldlers, their sav-
ings since the date of thelr enlistment,
which were looked upon by them ns
saored, have been appropriated
stolén, as the men say, by the govern.
ment, which now turns o deal ear to
their protests,

What amount thls reserve pay regohes
it is impossible (o estimate, but it
known that It aggregates milbons, This
is what has been precipitating riots,
cousing mutiny here, impelling the men
tn Insubordination at Neuvitas, and
which may yetr glive rise further
widespread disturbances in the island.

A COWARDLY ATTACK.

About two blooks from the scene of
the niuting General Arvolng' party came
upon an innocent and unsuspecting
member of the Orden Publico who was
unarmed, Mad with fury, General Aro-
lap drew his sword and savagely nt-
tacked the man, Inflicting on hin Beve-
ornd wounds from which the victim of
the assault died this mornine.

In the mix-up Livutenant Matt, Gen-
ernl Arolag' alde-de-camp, had his head
eut, supposedly by General  Arolas’
eword, ax It was the only one drawn

Towards 11 o'clock General Arolas,
who had been informed that further
uprigings had taken placs among other
companies of the Orden Publico,
turned to where he had left the troops
und ordered them away loaving a guard
gtationed in the building adjolning and
fucing the barracke of the Orden Pubs
Heo, who by this time had been pers
suaded Ly their own officers to with-
draw within their quarters.

Towards midnight most of the regl-
ments of the Orden Publico, both cinvs
niry and infantry, theoughont the city,
had mutinfed and turncd out, fully
armed, into the strecte.
